The United St;ites tins niipcalcd 340 out of 
District Judge Frnncls J. Catley'a 407 findings 
of fact. But there's one broad ideoioglcnl al- 
legation which is ol major Import to the fu- 
ture of the Amcrlcitn economic aysteni. The 
government 1b detormlncd to have the su- 
preme court rule on this question: 

Is It a violation of the nntl-trust laws for 
a company to bo the only domestic producer 
,of a commodity, provided that position has 
been attained and maintained without ex- 
cluding or attempting to exclude others from 
a fair opportunity to compote? 

Judge Caffey says It Is not. He rules that If 
a company has attained monopoly without 
vlolatlnE the law In Its methods, the mere 
tact ot the monopoly Is not Illegal, This the 
department of Justice disputes. 

The BUpierac court has iSecllncd lo pass 
upon the case because Justices Stone, Reed, 
Murphy and Jackson all have dlsqunlltlod 
themselves. Each, before going on the bench, 
, had conneetion.-i with the niso or wltli In- 
quiries directly pertinent lo II. 

Now the dcpiirLmcnl of Justice Is .sceklni; 
a law permitting five jii.sllccs to constitute 
n quorum. This moans that three of the nine 
Justices enuld rule that a company Is violat- 
ing the law If It \r auprrmely successliil by 
the most scrupulously fthical mid loi;ul 
methods. 

The question has nothing, really, to do 
with the Aluminum company or its practices. 
The company la not now, whatever It may 
have been !n the- pnst. a monopoly. It owns 
less than half of the nntlon's cii)iaclly In 
Its /Itld. The Rovernnient wants the ruling 
as a weapon for such future use na It may 
care to make of It, In general. 

Any now business must have n pioneer. 
In the beglnnlne. at least. th.Q pioneer Is 
alone In the field. He has iv monopoly. Having 
a monopoly, under the thesis souRht to be 
established, he would be violating the law. 

Suppose John Smith thus acquires a mo- 
nopoly. Any chlscler can pretend to establish 
CQtnpcUUoii, thougU lie neither expects nor 
even hopes to succeed. Having failed, he can 
sue for triple damaBcs— nnd. If the depart- 
ment ot Justice makes Its point, can Bet them. 

Congress should think many times before 
passing the Sumners-O'Mnhoncy bill to per- 
mit five supremo court Justices lo compose 
a quorum, and three to upset the whole 
American industrial structure. 



MORE ABOUT "NUTS" 
One IntercstlnE reaction to our recent com- 
ment on the OPA's regulation pertaining to 
prices or "edible tree nuts," la n letter from 
C. A. Wing who operates a service .station and 
tourist park across the river from Thousand 
Springs. 

"I read your editorial on the CPA nut 
bullelln," he wrote the editor of the Times- 
News. "Here are three letters which I received 
from the OPA, all on the same day, and all 
of which have identical enclosures. And they 
say there Is a paper shortaee. I do not sell 
nuts either." 

All three letters were mailed from the OPA 
office !n Boise. Each letter Included an en- 
velope, a one-page mimeographed bulletin 
on "combined food packages," and a copy of 
the eight-page pamphlet on "edible tree 
nuts," three and one-half pages ot which 
pamphlet were blank. 

Although Mr. Wing "dDe.m't sell nuts 
either," let's tor the sake of fair example 
assume that there was some reason for send- 
ing him one of these loiters. Tlirce and one- 
half pages ot the pamphlet In that letter 
represented wasted paper. Add to that the 
two mlmeographecl pages and two elght-pagc 
pamphlets In the other two letters and you 
have a total of 21" 1-2 pages ot wasted paper, 
not counting tho two extra envelopes. 

Now, "If Mr. Wing's service station Is re- 
ceiving even one copy of this regulation (to 
say nothing about three), it Is reasonable to 
assume that every little retailer in the coun- 
try who ever handled a peanut — confection- 
ers, grocers, restaurants, service stations and 
all others included — is also getting at least 
one copy. 

Imagine what that combined number 
might be and multiply It by 3 1-2, the least 
number of pages of wasted paper In each 
letter, and you have one good example of 
why this country is faced with a paper 
shortogo. 

All this comes right at a time when the 
people are urged to Join a nationwide paper 

. salvage campaign; when newspapers are 
forced to adopt drastic measures' to keep 

.\Wlthfn.theIr.reduced newsprint limitations.
